Tho
first to be recorded, wlibout delay, In the cash
book, and proved by the cash on hand These
entries to Include name cf sender and amount
of money. The money should be counted ths
Instant the letter Is opened, and If agreeing with
the statement in the !ett r, the fact to be staled
by memorandum on the face of the letter, num
bering the etme lo correspond wllh the cash
bock number ben letters containing car
uhcates arc opened, the enclosure sod the letter
should be securely attached together

Alt letters of both classes to be registered,
and the fact noted on the letters. All certlfi
cates to be critically eiamloed, to ascertain
that they are "originals" and la due form
Tbesi) aie to be checked, to guard against
laiuiog twice on the same certificates, oi on
dopllcatee of the same All orders to be care
fully evamine.1 as to qjautlty, klad, and de--
LCtn.nation dislre.il, uud tte arithmetical

(which should be done with the ut
most care and correctness) of the quantity and
denominations of stamps rcquirtd to satisfy
each order. The statement uf stamps to be
forwarded mnst always be on clean paper,
la plain and distinct and letters and flgarea.
The correct orders are entered In a book,
numbered and acknowledged ; the most sciu.
pulous regard to be paid to each order In all
its varied manipulations. The incomplete and
incorrect orders are to bo recorded In another
form, and explanations demanded by corres-
pondence. All supplementary letters to be
filed with the original papers, and the stamps
forwarded, with an Incited blank for the
acknowledgment of the receipt of the same, for
the slgaatnre ol the party, who Ii requested to
algn and return the same la an envelope sent
blm for that purpose, addressed to the Commla
sioner. Upon the receipt ol the ackoowledg
mint si the offire of the Commissioner, it Is to be
filed with the original papers. Thus each case
Is complete lo ltelf ; every number containing
a complete history of the transaction from the
lime of making ths deposit to the reception cf
tbe stamps by the parly depositing.

Our readers may rest assured that the busi-

ness of issuing stamps will be conducted with
expedition and safety after tbe syttcra shall
bavo been fairly at work.
